Labor Ready To Allow 
Mills To Reopen If Em- 
ployers Will Arbitrate 
Along Lines Suggested 


by Board. 


PRESIDENT CAN ACT 
ON OWN INITIATIVE 


Workers Asked To Re- 
turn to Mills and Oper- 
ators Urged To Rehire 
Without Discrimination. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—(#)—~— 
Quick termination of the textile strike 
was a bright possibility tonight as 
labor leaders from all sections of the 
industry assembled here to act on a 
plan of settlement advanced by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's mediation board. 

A favorable decision was strongly 
indicated, provided the employers, too, 
agree to the findings and recommenda- 
tions of the board. Mill owners stud- 


led the points involved but made no | 


immediate expression of their attitude. 

George A. Sloan, president of the 
Cotton Textile Institute, issued a 
statement saying that the industry 
Would “give most sincere considera- 
tion to any program” proposed by 
President Roosevelt. He recommend. 
ed that closed mills be reopened as 
soon as possible. 

In individual instances, but like 
Sloan, saying neither yes nor no to 
the board's plan, mill owners announced 
an intention of opening their plants 
on Monday, They counted on an ap- 
peal, issued today by President Roose- 
velt, to bring the workers back to 
their machines. 

Roosevelt's Appeal. 

“I wang to express the very sin- 
cere hope that all employes now out 
on strike will return to work,” Mr. 
Roosevelt said in formally approving 
the board's report, “and that all tex- 
tile manufacturers will take back em- 
ployes without descrimination. 

“At the same time, I am confident 
that manufacturers will aid the gov- 
ernment in carrying out of the steps 
outlined. Settlement of the problems 
involved wij] be reached with the exer- 
cise of a irit of co-operation and 
fair play A

The plan approved is the forma- 
tion of the Association of American 
Railroads, an organization which will 
supplant the Association of Railway 
Executives and the American Rail- 
way Association. 

John J. Pelley, president of the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford 
railroad, was elected president of the 
new association and will resign his 
position with the New Haven to de- 
vote full time to the consosidated or- 
ganization when it becomes effective. 

The Association of American Rail- 
roads will actually come into being 
when it has been approved by the 
directorates of the individual rail- 
roads which will compose it. Several 
railroads already have voted this ap- 
proval, the group's spokesman said. 

The president of the new associa- 
tion will act under the control of a 
board of directors consisting of 14 
railroad chief executives, apportioned

CLOSED IN STATE 


Talmadge Says He Be- 
lieves F. D. R. Appeal 
Definitely Settles Strike 


As Governor Eugene Talmadge Fri- 
day prepared to demobilize the nation- 
al guard and to release all strike pris- 
oners as soon as he is notified that 


the textile strike in Georgia is over, 
it was revealed that only 59 mills, 
with 38.7 per cent of the total spin- 
dies in the state, were closed down 
Friday, the final working day of the 
week, 

According to figures made public by 
T. M. Forbes, secretary of the Cot- 
ton Manufacturers’ Association of 
Georgia, 40 textile mills which -were 
closed on account of the strike one 
week ago have resumed operations 
since Monday, leaving only 59 now 
Most of these, it is pointed 
out, are in four large centers, At- 
lanta, Columbus, LaGrange and J)al- 
ton Advertisements in Columbus 
newspapers Friday announced that 11 
of the 12 mills there would reopen 
Monday .morning, which will still fur- 
ther reduce the total closed in the 
state. 

Governor Talmadge, in a statement 
Friday, said in his opinion the appeal 
of President Roosevelt to strikers and 
mill owners “definitely settles the 
strike” and that as soon as union offi- 
it is over he will 
issue orders to release the 207 prison- 
¢rs now held in jails and detention 
camps except those arrested on felony 
¢harges who, he said, were subjects 
or the grand juries.

N SHIFT ASSAULT 


4,975 Injured and Tens of 
Millions of Dollars of 
Damage Caused by Ty- 
phoon’s 120-Mile Wind.

TOKYO, Sept. 21.—(/)—A roar- 
ing, 120-mile-an-hour north Pacifie 
typhoon lashed its terrible way across 
Japan’s richest industrial section to- 
day, leaving at least 1,609 dead and 
4,975 injured in its wake. 

Damage to property, impossible to 
estimate, was in the tens of mil- 
lions of dollars. 

The aumber of dead and injured 
was based on reports received through 
disrupted communications channels up 
to midnight. It was expected to be 


larger. 
‘Hundreds Missing. 

Hundreds were missing, perhaps 
buried under the thousands of de- 
molished buildings. The homeless were 
uncounted, 

Roaring up out of the north Paeific, 
the typhoon swept Japan from Nag- 
asaki to Nagano, made havoc in the 
populous, prosperous industrial cities 
of Osaka, Kobe and Kyoto, shatter- 
ed communications and piled the 
waters of the sea up on dry land. 

Casualties apparently were most 
numerous in the cities of Osaka and 
K yoto,

Police at Kyoto—the island's tape 
tal until shortly after Admiral Mat- 
thew C. Perry opened Japan to the 
outside world in the last century, and 
the seat of the great Buddha—had 
203 dead and 858 injured.. Kyoto has 
679,963 population and manufactures 
pottery, porcelain. and velvet fabrics. 

Also hard hit was Kobe, city of 
644,212 situated 16 miles west of 
Osaka, while heavy damage and prob- 
able loss of life was reported from 
Nagasaki, Tokushima, Tottori, Wa- 
kayama, Gifu, Aichi, Nagano and Ya- 
manashi prefectures. 

The capital itself felt the force of 
the storm. Here four died, 33 were 
injured and 126 houses collapsed. 

At Osaka the great winds tumbled 
128 schoolhouses in on teachers and 
pupils, burying them.

4-Year Prison Term in 
Germany for Theft of 
1,000 Marks.

A dark picture of the past life of | 


Bruno Richard Hauptmann, _— Lind- 
bergh kidnaping suspect, was present- 
ed today by the labor department. 
Hauptmann was deported to Ger- 
many 11 years ago after an effort to 
enter this country as a stowaway. He 
was excluded after admitting, the 
department said, that he. had served 
a four-year sentence for stealing 1,000 
marks from a German mayor. 
Ihe feeling was expressed in offi- 
cial quarters today that the German 
was a key man ‘n the solution of the 
two-and-a-half-year-old mystery. At- 
torney-General Cummings told re- 
porters: 
“Cace Is Braken.” 
“There is no doubt but that 
Lindbergh case is broken.”

The department has no record of 
the man since that time.

Hauptmann was on board the S. 8. 
Hannover for five days before being 
discovered and taken to the Ellis 
Island .immigration station. 

At a hearing he testified, the de- 
partment said, that he and another 
man had once broke into the house 
of the mayor of Penbruch, Germany. 
He was sente: ceil to five years’ im- 
prisonment, but released because of 
good behavior after four years. 

As a result of this testimony, the 
department said, he could be deport- 
ed at any time. Such a crime inyolves 
moral turpitude. 

Co-operation Cited. 

After going over the case in detail 
with newspapermen, Attorney-General 
Cummings today issued a statement 
saying the result was “due not alone 
to the practical co-operation of the 
police department of New York city, 
the Ner Jersey state police and the 
division of investigation of the de- 
partment of justice. but also to the 
unfailing watching of banking and 
business institutions, the support of 
the press and the assistance of alert, 
public-spirited citizens.”

HIT-AND-RUN DRIVERS 
The deaths. of two young At- 
lanta men as the result of a. crash 
between the truck in which they 
were riding and another truck 
driven by a hit-and-run. driver 
comes as a tragic climax to a se- 
ries of highway accidents in which 
operators of fast-moving vehicles 
have sped away without stopping 
to render assistance to those in- 
jured. 
One. of the most rigid laws gov- 
erning the operation of motor ve- 
hicles in Georgia is that a machine 
involved in an accident of any kind | 
shall be stopped and its operator 
remain on the scene until a po- 
lice investigation can be made. The 
driver who speeds away, not know- 
ing whether he could render aid 
that would save the lives of those 
injured, commits a heartless. act 
that inevitably creates suspicion 
that he was responsible for the 
crash. 
During the past few weeks there 
have been numerous accidents in 
and around Atlanta in which both 
grown people and children have 
been injured either walking on 
sidewalks or while riding in auto- 
mobiles by machines apparently out 
from under the control of drivers 
who have increased their speed and 
disappeared. 
It is difficult for the police, to 
apprehend such drivers, making. tt | 
imperative. that the punishment 
meted out to those who are de- 
tected be of such a nature as to 
impress upon all: those who may 
bé involved in crashes that they 
will be courting far more serious 
trouble by leaving the scene of a 
crash than by remaining while the 
policegmake an investigation.

The long awaited “break” .in the 
Lindbergh kidnaping case appears 
to have come with the arrest of 
an alien resident of New York and 
the discovery in his posession of 
a considerable: part of the ransom 
money fruitiessly paid out by Colo- 
nel Lindbergh. 


The arrest culminates more than 
30 months’ of unceasing work on 
the part of agents of the division 
of investigation of’ the federal de- 
partment of justice, who, deter- 
mined and persistent in the face of 
discouraging failure of various 
clues to lead to .the’ guilty men, 
were still on the job when the clue 
came which proved to be the break 
they confidently predicted would 
come sooner or later.

REDUCE AND BE YOUNGER. 

It has been the sad experience of 
many who have managed to reduce by 
one or another unphysiological method 
that the superfluous fat is not all 
that vanishes. Along with it, all too 
often, goes youth or at least the ap- 
pearance of youth. Wrinkles appear 
that were not .noticgable before. A 
drawn and haggard expression adds 
to the general picture of age. Friends 


begin first to urge that the reduction | 


has gone far enough and should be 
stopped now. but presently they be- 
come more frank and deplore the 
fiabbishness and the wrinkles. : 

That is all wrong of course. If re- 
duction of overweight or oversize 
makes one look or feel older it is cer- 
tain that the methed is unphysiologi- 
eal or that the reduction regimen is 
being carried too far. With reduction, 
when it 1s brought about in a natural, 
physiological way, there should be and 
is not only a rejuvenation in Jooks but 
also an increased joie de vivre and 
greater general activity and ambition.

We have only recently learned that 
tke vitamin and mineral metobolism 
must be carefully regulated when a 
reduction regimen is prescribed. In- 
deed the experience of the past two or 
three years has amply shown that un- 
less special attention is giyen-to the 
vitamin and mineral 
reduction regimen is likely 
complete satisfaction. 

We have good reason to believe now 
that fauity vitamin and mineral me- 
tabolism. due to deficiencies of every- 
day rations in vitamins and minerals 
is one of the important factors in the 
causation of overweight er obesity. 
And from recent animal experimenta- 
tion and a large amount of clinical 
experience and observation we feel 
convinced that by proper adjastmen: 
unconsidered side of metabo- 
lism the physician today can achiere 
results that were hardly to be ob- 
tained by any of the reduction meth- 
ods in vogune heretofore. ° , 

Everybody has some vague notiou 
about scurry. and some people know 
that rickets in infants, beriberi or 
polyneuritis, ophthalmia and nigh 
blindness. and pellagra are diseases 
due to deficiency of the food in one 
or another vitamin. But few com- 
prebend that a partial lack of these 
same vitamins may cause peculiar dis- 
turbances of health which even the

New York. being the first in the 
field and still the richest community 
of all, is in a position to top any 
offer which could be made by any 
other individual city or any state in 
a defensive effort to keep its own 
money at home.

Questions about British Columbia 
appear in the following letter: 

‘Dear Uncle Ray: I wonder if 
you could tell me what is the popu- 
lation of British Columbia and how 
many kinds of people live in the prov- 
ince. My aunt saves the paper with 
your stories, and we get them from 
her every week. I am trying to keep 
up with them. 

Yours sincerely, 
“DOUGLAS PENBY.” 

British Columbia is the most west- 
erly part of Canada except the Yu- 
kon. The census taken a few years 
ago showed that it contained 604,000 
inhabitants. 

About one-fourth of the people 
were born in Great Britain or Ire- 
land, and most of the others were na- 
tives of Canada; but about one-fifth 
were born outside the British empire. 

Foreign-born residents of British 
Columbia came chiefly from the Unit- 
ed States, China, Japan, Sweden, Nor- 
way, Italy, Russia, and Finland. Some 
of the native-born residents are In- 
dians. 

Lumbering, smelting and the can- 
ning of salmon are among the great 
industries of British Columbia. Lead, 
coal and copper are the chief products 
of the mines; but there are gold mines 
and silver mines as well. Millions of 
dollars’ worth of fruit, milk, oats and 
potatoes are produced each year; but 
eggs oo po a, * are the most valua- 
ble of the farm items. 

Much more might be said about 


British Columbia, and perhaps we. 
shall speak of it at some later time in 
a special series about the provinces of 
Canada. 

As this summer season passes, we 
must close our notes on the sunflower. 
Among our sunflower letters is one 
from Alfred Wright, who encloses 
a picture of his garden, and says: 

“IT have worked in many gardens 
in different countries and know 
many different kinds of sunflowers. 
I am quite sure the common sunflow- 
er does turn with the sun. I have 
a fine one in my garden, which al- 
ways faces east in the morning and 
west at night.” 

On the other hand, William Car- 
michael writes: 

“T have an unusual lot of sunflower 
plants grown from seed drop from 
the birds’ feeding pans. My piants are 
over eight feet tall, and are mostly 
et a The flowers remain east- 
ward.” 

I wish to thank all the readers who 
have been so kind as to send letters 
on what they have observed about 
sunflowers. e majority have stated 
that the sunflowers which they have 
watched have turned with the sun; 
but the sunflowers in some gardens do 
not follow the custom.

|Ransom Note Holes Link Between 
Hauptmann, Kidnaping, Says Paper 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—(4)-- 
The Washington Evening Star said 
today three tiny holes were the link 
by which federal authorities were defi- 
nitely connecting Bruno Richard 
Hauptmann with the actual kidnap- 
ing and murder of Charles Augustus 
Lindbergh Jr. 

In a story, by Rex Collier, who 
has followed federal efforts to solve 
the crime from the outset. the Star 
said: 

“Handwriting comparisons and 
other means of identification may be 
questioned—but when the writer of 
the ransom letters received after the 
kidnaping drew two mystic interlock- 
ing circles at the bottom of each mis- 
sive and punctured them with three 
tiny holes, he gave convincing, in- 
controvertible proof he was the actual 
kidnaper. He clinched the proof by 
submitting later a piece of cloth posi- 
tively identified by Betty Gow as par: 
of little Lindy’s clothing. 

“Even the strange symbol of bvlue- 
ink circles, with their overlapping por- 
tion filled with red ink, conceivably 
could have been duplicated by an im- 
poster—but no person on earth other 
than the man who write the note 
found« pinned to the baby’s nursery 
could have duplicated those holes, in- 
vestigators declare. 

“This ig the reason: The crudely 
written note on the windowsill and all 
subsequent letters received as a re- 
sult of the ‘Jafsie’ negotiations by 


Dr. John F. Condon had been piled 
on top of one another—probably in 
blanket sheet form long before any 
of the letters were written—and punc- 
tured simultaneously in three places vn 
the circle symbol. 

“In the original ransom demand 
found on the sill of the-nursery by 
Colonel Lindbergh on the night of 
March 1, 1932, special attention was 
called by the kidnapers to these holes. 
This note read: 

“‘*Dear Sir: 

“‘Have 50,000 ready 25,000 $ 
in 20 $ bills 15,000 $ in 10 $ bills 
and 10,000 in § $ bills. After 2-4 
days we will inform you where to de- 
liver the money, 

“*We warn you for making any- 
thing public or for notify the police. 

**The child is in gut care. 

“‘Indication (Editor's note: — In- 
tended for “identification”) for our 
letters are signature.’ 

“Below was the interlocking circle 
symbol. The circles may have been 
drawn around a coin the size of a 
quarter. The symbol had been pierced 
in three places by a fine point. 

“At the bottom of the note was a 
continuation of the final sentence re- 
garding the signature, reading ‘and 3 
holds.’ The emphasis on the three 
holes served to heighten ititerest in 
them by investigators, who found that 
all succeeding notes bore the same 
kind of holes in exactly the same re- 
lation to each other, geometrically.”

CAPONE SAW CRIME. 
AS WORK OF AMATEUR 


Erstwhile Beer Baron Claim- 
ed No Professional Crim# 
nal Had Part in Case. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 21.—(4)—The 
theory that the Lindbergh kidnaping 
was the work of an amateur and not 
that of a well-grounded American crim- 
inal, was expressed at the outset by 
Al Capone, who once proffered the 
services of his far-fluig underworld 
organization in an attempt to appre- 
hend the abductor. 

Capone sought to make a “deal” 
with federal officials whereby he 
would receive mitigation of the penal- 
ty imposed upon him for violation of 
the income tax law, should he be 
successful in bringing about solution 
of the ¢ase. The offer was refused. 

“No organized mob, or criminal of 
intelligence had a hand in this,” he 
told officials. ‘“‘None would have risk- 
ed the ‘heat’ bound to follow, and none 
with underworld connections could 
have hoped to avoid detection. It 
was undoubteilly the work of an am- 
ateur.” 

Federal officials subsequently came 
to accept the same theory. Their be- 
lief, it was stated in Washington last 
night, was predicated upon the fact 
that most of the ransom money re- 
covered, was found in New York city. 
Had gangsters been involved, they 
said, the money would have been sent 
to other cities for distribution.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—(>)— 
The government's “inability” to en- 
force the president's embargo on arms 
shipments to Bolivia.and Paraguay 
Was described to the senate munitions 
committee today by Stephen W. Ham- 
ilton, deputy collector of customs at 
New York. 

“In other words,” Senator Clark, 
democrat, Missouri, commented, “the 
embargo is just as effective as the 
munitions makers want it to be.” 

“I guess that's about right, sir,” 
the gray-haired Hamilton replied. 

“There is no penalty whatever for 
labeling machine guns, for example, 
sewing machines? Chairman Nye,} 
republican, North Dakota, inquired. 

“No, sir.” 

“And you take the shipper’s word 
for his cargo?” 

“We have to,” Hamilton replied. 


“We haven't the eee to check 
up on his statement.” 


Nye told reporters aa after the 
committee adjourned its sessions until 
late November or early December, 
that additional legislation tw make 
arms embargoes effective would be 
recommended soon after congress met. 

Ernest H. Tupper, chief of the di- 
vision of foreign trade statistics of 
the department of commerce, earlier 
said other changes in statutes were 
needed to make the government's ex- 
port figures “accurate.” 

“I am quite dissatisfied | with the 
present situation,” he testified. “We 
do not get the information accurately 
and in many instances we may noi 
get accurate data.” 

Tupper read into the record figures 
which showed a sharp increase in ex- 
ports of cotton linters, bar lead, so- 
dium nitrate and other materials 
which could be used for munitions 
manufacture to Japan, erany, Co- 
lombia, Bolevia and China in the 
years from 1929 through 1933. 

“All in all,” Senator Nye remark- 
ed, “it would seem that the depres- 
sion affected everyone engaged in 
foreign trade except munitions mak- 
ers.”’ 

Tupper said his figures showed 
that up to August about 170 airplane 
engines had been shipped to Ger- 
many. 

Testimony here has been that one 
American firm alone shipped about 
160 in that period,” Nye remarked. 
“Apparently the figures do not show 
all shipments.”

Even when declarer holds both the 
king and queen the play of the ace 
may often incorrect because it will 
establish two winning cards in declar- 
ers hand which may allow him to 
discard two losers from the dummy. 
By taking the ace, second hand will 
then have driven a very poor.bargain. 
He will have given up twa tricks in 
exchange for one. 

Remember, I said that half the time 
second hand should not play the ace;

Prove to yourself in 
any way you can what you read on 
natural science—I mean that. Check 
up on me and when you find the error, 
call my hand, I am ready to admit 
being wrong when I am. So far I 
am still unconvinced as to the ex- 
istence of hoop snakes, although sev- 
eral readers have assured me that 
they,.. personally, have seen them. 

Once more, let’s define a mammal; 
and do it in Beebesian style. A mam- 
mal, for instance, has a backbone, but 
so has a fish; a mammal produces liv- 
ing young, but so do some snakes; a 
mammal has legs, but so has a_sala- 
mander; a mammal has fur—here is 
the diagnostic characteristic. Any 
animal with fur is a mammal. Birds 
are characterized by feathers, reptiles 
and fish by scales, amphibians by bare 
skins. The beauty of this definition, 
to be trite about it, is skin deep. 

Remember this also about the series 
we are now starting. We are taking 
these animals in phylogenetic order, 
which is to say we are beginning with 
the most primitive and ending with 
the most speciahized of fur-bearing, 
backbone-possessing, four-footed ani- 
mals.. We will take them in the order 
named—-mgrsupials, insectivores, bats, 
earnivores, rabbits, true rodents, and 
hoofed -animals.
